Lutheran minister, was murdered by 
a tramp and-that her body was then 
stuffed into the parsonage furnace, 
authorities have begun a search fer 
a mysterious beggar who called at 
several homes in the Sheatsley neigh- 
borhood the day the furnace victim 
wes found cremated. 

After bringing in a dozen blood: 
stained articles of clothing and furni- 
ture from the Lutheran parsonage, de- 
tectives late Tuesday found a_ blood- 
spattered coat in a north side dry 
cleaning sbop. It was scorched down 
the front and one of the cuffs ap- 
peared to have been singed. The man 
who left the coat last week was & 
stranger to the proprietor of the shop, 
hut told him that a woman on the 
“east side” had given it to him. 


Rexley Is on East Side. 
Bexley, the suburb jin which the 


eremated body was found, is on the | 


east side. The article of clothing was 
left in the shop en Monday, the day 
of the death of Mrs. Sheatsley. Sev- 
eral neighbors of the Sheatsleys have 
reported that a strange man had been 
hegging clothes at their back doors 
on that day. When refused clothing, 
several said, he bad asked permission 
to go into the basement to warm him- 
self in front of the furnace. 

From this evidence the authorities 
ere piecing together a theory that the 
tramp gained access to the Sheatsley

Have Good Description of Man. 

“We will do everything to find the 
clothes beggar,” Prosecutor John R. 

A eearch 
for the tramp haa been started, de- 
tectives having gained his cescription 
from the proprietor of the cleaning 
shop and women who saw the tramp 
on Monday.

IN TAX RETURN CASE 


New York, November 25.—The fed- 
eral grand jury today returned an in- 
dictment agaiust The New Tribune 
company. publishers of The Herald- 
Tribune alleging the unlawful printing 
and publishing of parts of the income 
tax returns, 


The indictment was obtained by 
United States Attorney Hayward at 
the request of Attorney General Stone. 
No individuals were wentioned in the 
indictment. 

John E. Joyce, assistant United 
States attorney, who presented the mat- 
ter to the grand jury, declared that 
the proceedings were brought solely for 
the purpose of testing the question as 
to the legality of the publication of 
income tax returns. The government, 
he said, will seek an early determina- 
tion of the issue. 


- The indictment contains 
counts, based on the publication of the 
income tax returns of Archer M. Hunt- 
ington, M. M. Belding and John T. Un- 
derwood. Mr. Joyce said that none 
of these men had made a complaint 
and tha: the government had selected 
their ntmes at random. 


The indictnent recites that a list 
of inccme taxpayers had been prepared 
and made available to inspection by 
Collector Frank K. Bowers, “not, how- 
ever, to be printed or published in 
newspapers or public prints.” 

The newspaper, having by its agent 
examined the list, the indictment con- 
tinues, “unlawfully and in a manner 
not provided by law, did print and 
publish . a part of said income 
tax return.” 

This publication is declared to 
“against the peace and dignity of the 
United States and contrary to the form 
of the statute of the same in such case 
made and provided.”

Their Gwn Rates 


What the railroads charge for their passenger and freight service is 
a matter of extreme importance to every citizen of the United States. 
Every fair-minded man and woman believes that the owners of the 
railroads (nearly two milllon Americans are directly interested in 
railroad securities) should receive a fair return on their money in- 
vested. For many years this condition has not prevailed. 


Contrary to general opinion, the rail- 
roads do not make their own rates, this 
being the principal duty of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, a governmental 
bureau which has for many years estab- 
lished and controlled the making of all 
interstate rates and supervised the work 
of various State Railroad Commissions 
in making intra-state rates.

This figure was fixed on March 1, 1922 
at 534%—at which it now stands.

Washington, November 25.—Senaw 
tor Edge, republican, New Jersey 
author of the postal salary increas¢ 
bill, vetoed by President Coolidge 
plans to bring the measure befor 
the senate at the approaching ses 
sion in an effort to get it passed 
over the veto. 

Some administration leaders are 
known to favor redrafting the bill 
to conform to President Coolidge’t 
wishes and putting it through as a4 
compromise measure. The New Jen 
sey senator is understood to be op 
posed to such a step and it is e 
pected he will demand a showdoy 
on the bill early in the short sessio
